ELISABETH VILLE, Katanga (UPI) — Rescue par­ 
ties today reached the burned wreckage of a United 
Nations plane which a U.N. official said was “shot 
down” Thursday and reported they found 9 of the IO 
Swedish crew members alive.

As two helicopters with a doc­ 
tor and aid man aboard landed 
beside the charred wreckage, es­ 
corting jet planes reported to 
their U.N. base by radio what 
they found. 
The radio reports from the 
scene said one man was dead, 
one seriously injured, four slightly 
injured and four unhurt. 
This accounted for all those 
aboard the C47 Dakota reconnais­ 
sance plane which was downed 
near Kamunza, a village about 
29 miles northeast of Kabongo 
and about 35 miles southeast of 
the 
Katanga-Kasai 
provincial 
border.

The two U.N. helicopters, es­ 
corted by Swedish Saab jet fight­ 
ers, found the burned-out wreck­ 
age of the twin-engined plane in 
an open area away from the 
jungle near Kabongo, which lies 
in northwestern Katanga Province 
about 320 miles northwest of 
Elisabethville. 
The escorting jets had U.N. or­ 
ders to shoot at any suspicious 
movements on the ground or any 
ground or air attempts to inter­ 
fere with the rescue operation. 
As the two helicopters landed 
near the wreckage, the jet planes 
circled overhead, in radio contact 
with them and with U.N. bases 
elsewhere in the Congo. 


Inspect Wreckage 
One of the medical teams in 
spected the wreckage, a member 
rushed back to one of the heli­ 
copters and radioed overhead to 
the jets with the casualty report, 
which then was flashed back to 
Elizabethville. 
Earlier, it had been believed 
that all IO were killed. 
(The Swedish Defense Ministry 
in Stockholm identified the dead 
man as the flight engineer, War­ 
rant Officer Third Class Per-Olov 
Solvestad. ) 
The Swedish air force crew of 
the ill-fated plane included two 
captains, a lieutenant and seven 
warrant officers. 
The U.N. helicopter teams re­ 
ported that w hen they landed they 
found the plane wreckage sur­ 
rounded by “friendly” Congolese 
national army troops.

Rusk Assails 


Cut In Aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk today as­ 
sailed House cuts in President 
Kennedy’s foreign aid bill as 
“false and costly economy” in a 
program vital to U.S. security 
and welfare. 


Rusk also said a House amend­ 
ment cutting off aid to any coun­ 
try which trades with Communist 
Cuba was a ‘‘straitjacket” that 
would jar relations with free 
world allies. It is “very impor­ 
tant that this amendment come 
out,” Rusk told reporters. 


The secretary of state went be­ 
hind closed doors with the Sen­ 
ate 
Appropriations 
Committee 
with an all-out plea for restora­ 
tion of the $1.1 billion cut by the 
House from the badly-mauled for­ 
eign aid money bdl, He said the 
full $4,7 billion authorized by

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Democratic leaders, spur­ 
red by fresh reports of the 
Communist arms buildup 
in Cuba, signalled today 
for fast House passage of 
a fight-if-we-must resolu­ 
tion and a bill to call up 
extra reservists in event 
they are needed. 


The Senate passed the Cuban 
resolution, 86-1, Thursday. The 
lone opposition vote was cast by 
Sen. Winston L. Prouty, R-Vt., 
who felt the resolution was not 
strong enough. 


Previously, by unanimous vote, 
the Senate had passed legislation 
under which President Kennedy 
could call to duty up to 150.000 ’ ^ 
military reservists. 


The House Rules Committee H 
called a session today to clear 
the Cuban resolution for a House 
vote. Democratic Leader Carl Al­ 
bert, Okla., said die measure 
would be taken up in the House 
early next week as will the re­ 
serve bill, which was cleared by 
the rules group Thursday. 
The reserve bill was put on the 
House agenda for Monday. The 
Cuban 
resolution, 
Albert 
an­ 
nounced, probably will be taken 
up Wednesday. 


Both measures were assured of 
overwhelming endorsement, 
al­ 
though not without considerable 
debate and some critical ques­ 
tions. Republicans were expect- 
to criticize the administration’s 
conduct of foreign affairs and al­ 
leged fumbling of last year’s call­ 
up of reserves in the 
crisis. 


U. S. officials said Thursday! 
that Russia’s military buildup in! 
Cuba was continuing at a fast! 
pace and now included 4,200 men, I 
12 antiaircraft missile sites and! 
one or more advanced Mig jet 
interceptors. 


The officials said updated in­ 
telligence estimates on the build­ 
up had not changed their opinion 
that it was still “defensive” in 
character. 
They said that since mid-July 
65 to 75 Soviet ships have car­ 
ried mixed military and civilian 
cargoes and personnel to Cuba. 
Soviet shipping to Cuba doubled 
after mid-July and still is con­ 
tinuing at the doubled rate. 


Build Missile Sites 
They gave these other details: 
—The Russians are building 12 
anti-craft missile sittes in western 
Cuba, apparently to protect Ha­ 
vana and 
to 
guard 
airfields 
which Mig jets might use. The 
launchers, similar to U.S. Nike 
sites, may not be operational yet. 
—One missile site on Cuba’s 
north coast near Banes is be­ 
lieved designed to accommodate 
an anti-shipping missile with a 
range of 20 to 35 miles. 
—Recent shipments have includ­ 
ed at least one Mig-2l advanced 
jet interceptor, and more may 
have been delivered for assem­ 
bly. Cuba already had an esti­ 
mated 60 older type Migs. The 
Mig-21 usually fires a teat-seek­ 
ing air-to-air missile similar to 
the UJ5. Sidewinder. 
—Soviet military personnel in 
Cuba now are estimated at 4,200.
